There is no grass, oats o r wheat 
raised. 
The women never have to 
provide for harvest hands or thresh­ 
ers. 
I don't sup pose a dozen people 
here ever saw a threshing machine. 
The nearest approach to it is a pea

picker (or th resh er). 
My 
husband has been 
over 
(»00 
miles of the wagon roads in th*» sur­ 
rounding country, 
with 
neighbor*, 
going to many of the towns within 
the limits of 25 miles, to public sales, 
revival meetings and other places, and 
has never yet seen a field of ei th er 
Wheat, oats or grass. 
They are ex­ 
perim enting and hope that 
perhaps 
t.hey may yet be successful. 
Some 
have patches of one ami two acres 
sow n in a kind of grass not 
ike 
any we have at home, and we i d not 
learn the name. 
The soil is very sandy, and there 
is little clav sub-soil to hold th«* 
er- 
tilizer. 
What they do ¡mi on is p i »le 
to go down for 10 feet. 
Peanuts are king, and without tilts 
their income would he quite limited 
No one keeps more than two cows. 
There is not much for them to pas­ 
ture on. 
They, along with the hogs 
and goats, run the roads in summer. 
The pasture consists of wild grass 
and w eeds—and occasionally they get 
a wild onion top. 
Then they have to 
be shut in until the stalks get too 
tough for them to eat. a^ it renders 
the milk unfit for u.-e. 
.Speaking ot 
weeds, they grow here higher than 
the fences, some reaching the height 
of 10 feet. 
The clim ate is so warm 
and the season so long that every­ 
thing grows rapidly. 
They expect to 
raise two crops of some things every 
season. 
People do not use milk and butter 
here as we do in the North. 
They 
have never learned to like the free 
use of either in cooking. 
Some we 
are personally acquainted with don't 
use either or eat anything in which 
it is cooked.

we do at 
home. 
One or two incidents out. of 
the ordinary occurred under our on 
servation.
